It 
may be asymptom or acoincident of insanity, 
or insanity in turn-may be a symptom of in- 
ebriety. Medico-legalliy this theory would 
regard the drunkard as incapacitated for 
actién involving consecutive conscious 
effort of a reasoning and reasonabie nature. 
The acceptance of this view would estab-| 
lish a. new method of judicial treatment , 
for drunken criminals or criminals with de- 
fined aleoholic taste and tendency. It 
would »practically abolish the penal judg- 
ment, which is often so hard on the victim 
of alcohol, and the alcoholic maniac, as he 
would be called, would be treated on thera- 
peutic grounds by sympathetic scientists. 
The fundamental spirit of this theory is that 
physical causes are accountable for the al- 
coholic habit, and that only by treat- 
ment based on physical i principies 
ean the dread malady be _  eradicat- 
ed. The insanity of the victim 
of drink must be assumed, and the burden of 
proof is on the prosecution to'prove that the 
prisoner is sane, the natural aud proper as- 
sumption being in the opposite direction. 
Given facts reasonably accurate, the pluin 
statement that a drunkard is a |unatic is it- 
self evidence of the kind that lawyers call 
prima facie. Nevertheless, the sentiment 
of the judicial powers is frequentiy mani- 
fested in contradiction of this idea, and one 
notable instance where an alleged inebriate 
was hanged was cited by Dr. Crothers to il- 
lustrate the impression, 
claimed, that a criminal under alcoholic in- 
fluence is cognizant of and responsibie for 
his misdeeds.

The defense claimed that 
Swift was incapable of deliberation and pre- 
meditation at the time of the crime, from 
the effect of continuous intoxication. Ne 
medical testimony was called. The prose. 
cution claimed premeditation, malice and 
a full comprehension of what he was doing. 

Dr. Crothers cited this case as an in- 
stance of hereditary alcoholism. Swift's 
father, who was an erratic man, had an 
apoplectic seizure at twenty-four years of 
age. Swift's grandfather on his mother’s 
side was a drinking man. His only son was 
a Chronic inebriate; the other four children, 
of which Swift’s mother was one, were all 
exceedingly nervous and some of them 
hysterical. Swift himself was always a 
weak child; had brain fever in infancy, 
scarlatina and violent nasal hemorrhages 
in youth. He had been in the reform school 
at Meriden, Conn., and in manhood was an 
excessive drinker.

Being False It Could Not With- 
stand Investigation. 


The man who sits down to deliberately 
plan a crime works every point and detail 
to one common center—an alibi. The law 
has common sense enough in this one par- 
ticular to presume that a man who is in 
Boston, for instance, when a murder ‘is 
committed in Cincinnati could mot have 
fired the shot or struck the blow. There-

fore, let one accused of crime prove tothe | 
jury that he was at some other point at a | 


certain critical: huur, and he must be de- 
clared innocent. This knowledge makes 
the alibia favorite defense. If not clearly 
proved, it always raises doubts and affords 
opportunity for argument.
